At first glance this provision does 
not appear to serve as a bar to a 
<*ifv mavor seeking' another office not 
judicial, hut there are several court 
decis ons which present if in a differ­ 
ent light. 
The supreme court m the 
appeal of Vogel vs. State, 107 1ml 
374. ruled that mayors of cities in 
Indiana are judicial o fficers. 
In the Vogel ease and also in the 
ca*c of Smith vs. Moore, 90 Ind. 294. 
the supreme court rules that a n«*r- 
soji holding a judicial office mav be 
elected during In.* term to an office 
not 
judicial when the term 
of the 
latter office does not begin until af- 
ter the expiration of the term of the 
judicial office. 
Another opinion of 
the supreme conn in the case of 
Waldo vs. Wallace 12 Ind. 509 holds 
that all judicial officers are inelig- 
ible to any- office other than a judicial 
office during 
the term 
which they 
shall have been elected. 
Mavor Burkart to o k his present 
position 
in January 1918 to 
serve 
four years. 
His term as mavor will 
not expire 
until January 
1, 1922. 
Albert Luedtke, present, auditor, will
